Chief Nachez on the War. 

San Francisco, July 10.—Chief 
Nachez, son of old Winnemucca, with 
an interpreter and several Piute chiefs 
arrived this evening. A Cali reporter 
interviewed the party relative to the 
present Indian disturbances. Nachez 
attributes the outbreak to the action 
of the authorities at Fort Hall reser- 
vation about a year ago, at which 
time a white man was killed by an In- 
dian, who was captured and placed in 


confinement, but subsequently es- 
caped. The authorities at Fort Hall, 
in consequence of the murder, dis- 
armed the Indians on the reservation. 
This caused much ill feeling among 
the Indians, and during the winter the 
project of an outbreak was discussed 
by them, with the result as known. 
Chief Nachez says that Chief Oilz is 
in command of the hostiles, but that 
at present he is sufferiug from severe 
wounds. Jerry Long, the interpreter, 
states that the intention of the Indians 
is to gather to their standard all the 
tribes of Eastern Oregon and Wash- 
ington Territory, and then return over 
the route previously taken and drive 
out the whites and friendly Indians 
from s»uthern Idaho and the adjacent 
regions.

RAILROAD PATENT. 


A Valuable Invention by a Kenoite. 

Mr. Sam Hilliard has received a pat- 
ent “Rail Joint and Expanding Chair.” 
From the expansion of the iron rails 
on railroad tracks, many serious acci-. 
dents have from time to time occurred 
on all railroads, and much expense 
has been incurred from the frequent 
straightening and replacing of rails. 
There have been several inventions in 
the way of rail joints and expanding 
chains to obviate this serious difficulty, 
but none have proved as successful, or 
as economical as the one invented by 
our fellow townsman, Mr. Hilliard. 
In the laying of a track the rails must 
also be put about oue inch apart. 
This produces that annoying click and 
clatter observed by every one on the 


'car—the car wheels pass over these 
‘rail joints. On curves, by the expan- 


sion of the rails they bulge out too 
much, or tend to straighten out of 
their position. Mr. Hilliard’s rail 
joint and expanding chair completely 
obviates all of the above difficulties, 
as has been verified during the past 
five months on the Virginia & Truckee 
railroad, “We cannot closely descrihe 
this device, but we give the reader 
some idea of it and those sufliciently 
interested can see the patent on the 
V.& T. railway. It-is, say, three feet 
long and six inches wide, and may be 
made of old rails. On the large flat 
bottom piece which rests on the ties 
the ends of the rails rest. The ends of 
the rails may be a foot apart. On 
this same plate is attached a short rail 
which is about one-eighth of an 
inch higher than the iong track rails 
and set parallel to these rails, but, say 
half an inch, more or less, from their 
line, and from the track. On the in- 
side of the plate and resting on the 
same is a curved guard, provided to 
keep the car-wheels from possibly get- 
ting off the track. That part of the 
wheel which comes in contact with 
the rail, as is known, is -higher next to 
the flange than attheouteredge. There- 
fore whee the wheel strikes tie small 
joint rail, which is higher than the 
main track rail, it strikes on the lower 
part of the wheel, and hence neither 
lowers nor raises the car; nor does it 
produce any noise or deflection of the 
course of the moving train. The 
rails, where there are no expanding 
chairs, may be bolted tight at their 
joinings, thus obviating that click of 
which we have spoken; and the rails 
may expand or contract as much as 
they please at the patent rail joints.

Washoe Tarnines Miiii.—The tail- 
ings mill of Messrs. Baldwin & Part- 
ridge started up to-day. ~ This mill is 
called the Success, and is located about 
a half mile this side of Washoe City, 
in what is known as Washoe canyon, 
and within a few feetofthe V. & T. 
R. R. track. It will work on a large 
quantity of tailings or ore slums which 
came from the old Parks mill. These 
tailings assay ten or twelve dollars to 
the ton and, it is thought, can be 
worked at from one to two dollars per 
ton. As there are about 200,000 tons 
of these slums, the profit in milling 
them will be very large.
